MISSOURI AND ST. LOUIS CONTRIBUTIONS TO NUMISMATICS 


The Bank of St. Louis, in 1816, was the first bank of issue 
west of the Mississippi River. 

The oldest picture of St. Louis is on a banknote and is 
illustrated in the telephone book. 

Ifce Louisiana Purchase area had deer skin exchange, the 

French money of account, then Spanish money, then United States.

Louisiana Purchase Exposition, at St. Louis, in 190i*, commemo- 
rated the largest voluntary land transfer in the history of the 
world. The two commemorative gold dollars issued for the occasion 
are the first U. S. Commemorative gold pieces. 

The Lewis and Clark Exposition to the Pacific started and 
ended in St.Louis and it is commemorated by gold dollars. 

Thomas Harte Benton was the Senator from Missouri whose ad- 
vocacy of hard currency resulted in his being satirized by mint 
drops, being hard time tokens known as Bentonian currency. 

Since statehood in 1821 no bank of issue in Missouri has 
failed to redeem its banknotes and it is the only state with that 
record. 

Missouri, in 1821, was first state to violate the prohibition 
against states issuing paper money and its money issue in 1821 
was held invalid by U. S. Supreme Court, 

Missouri is the only state whose state government issued 
paper money for both the Union side and the Confederate side. 

The only $i*.£0 bill ever printed was prepared by the Confederate 
government of the State of Missouri to save interest. 

Missouri is the only state which has two Federal Reserve 
District banks in it and the St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank is the 

only Federal Reserve bank to have issued a $$ 0 Federal Reserve 
National banknote.

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The $20 TJ * S. Demand Note of 1861 payable at St* Louis is 
the only note of normal denomination, no specimen of which is 
known* 

The City of St* Louis authorized an issue of $200,000 in 
paper money in 1861 and had to redeem $260,000 of that issue 
because the Treasurer who had power to sign it obtained the 
genuine plates and printed and signed the additional sum© 

B* G. Johnson, of St. Louis Stamp and Coin Company had 
intimate knowledge about coins of every issue and was one of the 
most outstanding dealers in the world* He would never admit to 
being wrong. He was unique in refusing to wear glasses so he 
could see coins clearly and his condition classification had its 
variations.
